New owners now in charge at Dorsey Trailers 


Dorsey employees working on the first shift gathered inside the plant on Thursday, March 19 to hear 
company officials give an updated report on the status of the sale of the local manufacturing company. 
New Dorsey officials told the employees of upcoming changes in policy and all employees were 
informed that the plant would be shut down immediately following the meeting. 


The months-old talk in the area of 
the pending sale of Dorsey Trailers 
has climaxed with the official change 
of ownership last week. The new 
management team will contain a lot 
of faces long associated with the 
company and familiar to the people 
of Elba. 

The plant officially closed last 
Thursday as workers completed their 
shifts and reported to a central area 
for a short announcement by then 
general manager Paul Morrow, and 
a short film presentation on the 
future needs and hopes of the 
company. 

Supervisory personnel were 
immediately recalled and schooling 
began on ways to better do their 
jobs. Also a number of people have 
been in school on uses of computers 
and other highly specialized 
Subjects. Hourly workers began 
getting calls to return to work on 
Monday, with production expected 
to resume on Thursday (today). 

Dorsey Trailers, Inc., one of the 
nation’s largest manufacturers of 
truck trailers, has been purchased 
from The Dorsey Corporation by a 
group of management investors. The 
company will continue operations 
under the name of Dorsey Trailers, 
Inc, 

The announcement was made by 
Dorsey Trailers’ new president, 
Marilyn R. Marks, formerly a vice 
president of The Dorsey Corpora- 


Council told local phone service will improve 


The Elba City Council heard good 
news Monday evening when Jim 
Sullivan, president of the Alabama 
Public Service Commission, 
addressed the council and said 
General Telephone had agreed to 
upgrade the company’s equipment 
serving the Wiregrass area, 
Members of the General Telephone 
management team were present to 
confirm Sullivan's statements. 

Sullivan noted that complaints to 
his office from the area served by 
General Telephone were higher than 
normal and this caused his staff to 


review the operations to find the 
problem. He noted that they found 
the employees to be as _ highly 
professionally trained as any in the 
state; however, the equipment being 
used was not of the quality needed.

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 23, at the courthouse in Elba 
and agreed to grant pay raises for 
the three circuit judges and the 
district attorney in the Twelfth 
Judicial District after hearing that a 
new bill would allow for the raises 
and at the same time bring added 
revenue into the county, 

District Attorney Joel Folmar 
addressed the commission and told 
the group that under the county's 
‘*worthless check act’’ the court gets 
$40 service fee per check, while 
nothing goes to the merchant as far 
as service fees are concerned, A new 
bill to be introduced by Rep. Jimmy 
Holley would up the court's fee to 
$50 and at the same time implement 
a $10 fee which would go to the 
merchant, A total of 3,500 worthless 
checks went through the agency last 
year and Folmar stated the number 
would increase since the agency was 
still in its ‘‘infancy,’’ 

The district attorney said that the 
merchants had to incur expenses 
when taking someone to court over a 
bad check and the merchants were 
entitled to some compensation 

An added feature of the new bill 


Sullivan said the complaints from 
the Elba area were not as heavy as 
those from Andalusia, Greenville, 
Dothan and Abbeville areas. 

Sullivan related a conversation he 


had had with the president of 


General Telephone in which he 
invited him to Alabama to visit these 
areas, and following this visit, ‘the 
knows where Elba is and where the 
problems are.’’ The PSC president 
said he wanted the company 
executives to tell the PSC and the 
Elba City Council at the same time 
just when the service will be brought 
up to standards. 

Company representatives Bill 
Taylor and Ray Barley agreed with 
the commissioner that they would 
return to the Elba City Council on 
May 11 with a detailed plan for 
upgrading the system. Barley is 
service supervisor for the Elba and 
Enterprise areas for General 
Telephone. 

The city council also discussed 
the proposed extension of the Elba 
city limits. It was agreed to hold a 
public hearing next Monday at 5 
p.m. and toconsider including all the 
areas proposed last year. That 
proposal got tangled up in the 
problems at the last part of the 
legislative session and failed to pass. 

Mayor Bob English told the 
council that he felt strongly that 
people getting city services should 


not be opposed to being in the city 
limits. 

Police Chief John White told the 
council that traffic citations continue 
to be high as people speed, ignore 
traffic signs, etc. He also told of the 
department recovering some stolen 
property, some of which is in the 
police station and other in Florida 
waiting to be picked up.

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DANGERS OF DRUGS

Rev. David Richburg recently visited Zion Chapel and presented a program to the 
high school students about the dangers of drugs, alcohol and smoking. Rev. Richburg 
opened the program by discussing the effects of alcohol on the body. He said, ‘‘Every 
time you take even the smaliest amount of alcohol you kill thousands of brain celis."' 
The danger of killing so many of these celis is that they do not reproduce. 

Rev. Richburg also discussed the various types of diseases of the throat, stomach, 
Intestines and liver which are caused by alcohol. He also said that drinking alcohol can 
strongly Increase your chances of heart attack. He also talked about the dangers of 
8Moking and chewing tobacco. ‘'People who smoke and chew tobacco are causing 
very serious dangers to their health,’’ he said. He talked about the various types of 
cancer which are caused by using tobacco. Chewing tobacco causes cancer of the 
mouth and tongue, while smoking tobacco causes cancer of the lungs. 

Rev. Richburg closed the program with a discussion about various drugs and the 
effects of these drugs on the body. He said the people who use drugs soon become 
addicted and this addiction destroys the person who uses the drug. People who use 
drugs often steal to get money to buy more drugs. 

Drug users cause serious danger to their bodies both mentally and physically. 
Cocalne destroys the soft bone tissue of the nose and also causes a mental 
deterioration. These people can become careless about how they look or act and may 
eventually even commit suicide 

Drugs that are injected by needies add another problem. The disease AIDS can be 
spread by using a needle of an infected person. 

Rev. Richburg said he hopes his talk will help students to stay away from drugs and 
alcohol and to ‘‘just say no."’

The Egyptians placed great importance on jewelry as part of 
their costumes and used the chiseling, molding and inlay techniques In making these 
ornaments, The ancient Greeks used metal for most of their delicate designs, often 
based on human figures Expensive materials were valued more than skiliful 
craftsmmanshp by the Romans, who used a lot of gems In their Jewelry. 

The first self-propelled road vehicle was bullt in 1769 by Nicolas Joseph Cugnot, a 
French army captain. Powered by steam, this three-wheeled contraption was used for 
hauling cannon and could travel about three miles per hour, having to stop évery ten or 
fifteen minutes to build Up steam. Steam-powered vehicles that could carry passengers 
were developed in England, and the first automobile with a gas engine as used In 
today’s cars was invented in 1885 by Gottlieb Daimler and Karl Benz of Germany.

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U.S. Constitution Is Topic Of Nationwide Essay

“Did you realize our United 
States Constitution is 200 years 
old?”’ 

To celebrate the 200th anni- 
versary of the Constitution, the U.S. 
Dept. of Education is sponsoring an 
essay project entitled, ‘‘What the 
Constitution Means to me and Our 
Country.”’ 

This project invites students in 
grades one through eight across the 
nation to write an essay citing the 
importance and the meaning of the 
Constitution to the individual and to 
the country. It may also give our 
younger scholars an opportunity to 
practice and refine writing skills. 

Throughout the selection 
process, the essays are grouped into 
four grade clusters: 1 and 2, 3 and 4, 
5 and 6, and 7 and 8. Each state 
education agency, using its own 
selection committee and process, 
chooses its designated number of 
public school essays and transmits 
them to the U.S. Dept. of Education 
in Washington, D.C, 

Each state selects representative 
essays equal to twice its Con- 
gressional delegation. After select- 
ing two exemplary essays from each 
of the four grade clusters, the state 
selection committee selects two 
additional essays from whichever 
grade cluster it chooses, for a total of 
ten. 

By April 17 all representative 
essays are sent to Washington for 
final review by another selection 
committee, which selects 150 which 
are judged to be good, representa- 
tive essays. 

Criteria on which the essays are 
judged in the final review include 
understanding of the topic, clarity of 
expression, unity of ideas, Originality 
and style and mechanics, 

The 150 essayists will be sent to 
Washington, D.C. for appropriate 
awards and recognition activities, 
and the essays will be assembled and 
printed in a book. The book will 
contain the names and schools of all 
the essayists whose writings were 


reviewed by the national selection 
committee. A leather-bound copy of 
the book, signed by each of the final 
€ssayists will be placed in a federal 
deposit. 


All elementary schools are 
invited to participate. All entries 
must be written, 250 words or less, 
on an Official entry form, and sent to:

clean clothes. Both natural fibers 
such as wool and silk and synthetics 
such as polyester can be attacked by 
moth larvae if they are soiled with 
food. 

Store garments in boxes, bags or 
other containers that can be tightly 
sealed. Don’t use plastic bags, 
because moisture can build up, 
which invites mildew and discolor- 
ation. For long-term storage, wrap 
items in old sheets or muslin to 
protect them from the acid in 
cardboard and wood.

(d) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
sack, plug, package, or other 
container of chewing tobacco, which 
tobacco is prepared in such manner 
as to be suitable for chewing only 
and not suitable for smoking as 
described in subsection (c) of this 
section, 

(e) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
can, bottle, glass, tumbler package 
or other container of snuff made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

Said privilege, license or excise 
tax shall be in addition to all other 
federal, state or local taxes 
heretofore imposed by law. 

Provided, however, when the 
license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a 
wholesaler or seller of cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intent being 
that such license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall be paid but once on 
each package of cigarettes and on 
each cigar. 

Section 2, Upon adoption of a 
resolution by the Coffee County 
Commission, every person, firm, 
Corporation, club. oF ussociition that 
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sells or stores or receives for the 
Purpose in Coffee County any 
cigarettes, cigars, snuff, smoking 
tobacco and like tobacco products 
shall add the amount of the license or 
privilege tax levied and assessed 
herein to the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
products, it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the 
consumer with the person, firm, 
corporation, club or association, who 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose of distributing the cigar- 
ettes, cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
and like tobacco products, acting 
merely as agent for the collection of 
the tax. The dealer, storer, or 
distributor shall state the amount of 
the tax separately from the price of 
the cigarettes, cigars, snuff, 
smoking tobacco and like tobacco 
products, on all price display Signs, 
sales or delivery slips, bills and 
Statements which advertise or 
indicate the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products. : 
Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any dealer, storer or distributor 
engaged in or continuing in Coffee 
County in the business for which the 
tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse 
to add to the price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount due on 
account of the tax herein provided or 
torefund or offer to refund all or part 


of the amount collected or absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of the tax or any portion 
thereof. : 
Section 4. The proceeds from the 
tax hereby authorized, less the 
actual cost of collection not to exceed 
five per centum (5%) shall be paid 
by the state department of revenue 
to the Coffee County Commission, on 
a quarterly basis. Five percent (5%) 
of said revenue shall be paid into the 
county general fund. The remaining 
funds shall be placed by the Coffee 
County Commission into a special 
account to be used exclusively for 
county fire protection purposes. The 


county commission shall be 
authorized to enter into service 
contracts with individual volunteer 
fire departments and/or with 
associations which represent more 
than one volunteer fire department 
to provide fire protection toa part or 
all of the county. The compensation 
for said contracts shall be paid from 
funds in said special account. The 
county commission shall be 
authorized to develop certain 
standards and criteria which shall be 
met by all volunteer fire departments 
with which it enters into contract. 

It is the intent of the legislature 
that said contractual agreements 
shall be considered as a contract 
between the county and = an 
independent contractor. It is the 
further intent of the legislature that 
said volunteer fire departments shall 
not be considered as employees, 
servants or agents of the county and 
the members of the county 
commission and the employees of 
the county shall not be liable in 
either their official capacity or in a 
private capacity for the actions of 
said volunteer fire departments. 

Section 5. The tax hereby 
authorized shall be paid by affixing 
Stamps as is required for the 
payment of the tax imposed by 
Section 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975. 
The state department of revenue 
shall have the same duties relative to 
the preparation and sale of Stamps to 
evidence the payment of such tax 
that it has relative to the preparation 
and sale of stamps under those 
sections and may exercise the same 
powers and perform the same duties 
in the same manner relative to the 
collection of the tax hereby levied 
that it does relative to the collection 
of that tax, 

Section 6. The state department 
of revenue is hereby authorized to 
promulgate and enforce rules and 
regulations to effectuate the purpose 
of this act. All such rules and 
regulations duly promulgated shall 
have force and effect of law. 

Section 7. All laws, and rules and 
regulations of the department of 
revenue, relating to the manner and 
time of payment of the tax levied by 
Section 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, requiring reports from 
dealers and prescribing penalties for 
violations shall apply with equal 
force to the tax levied by this act as 
fully set out herein, 

Section 8. (a) None of the 
provisions of this act shall be applied 
in such manner as to be in violation 
of the commerce or other clauses of 
the federal or state constitution, 

(b) This statute shall not be 
construed to apply to cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products stored by a 
wholesaler dealer for the purpose of 
resale or reshipment outside of such 
counties which are actually resold or 
reshipped. 

Section 9. The provisions of this 
act are severable, If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or uncon- 
Stitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 

Section 10. The provisions of this 
act shall be construed in pari materia 
with any and all other provisions of 
law, or parts of law, relating to taxes, 
tobacco products or firefighting 
departments; provided, however, 
that all laws or parts of laws which 
are in direct conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed, Act 86-718 (Acts of 
1986 Ist Special Session, pg. 137) of 
the 1986 Ist Special Session is 
hereby repealed. 

Section 11. This act shall become 
effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.
